LAYING /OF M. F. C. CORNER 
/ STONE. 

— TlWcorner stone of the Millersburg 
Female College was laid Friday after- 
noon under the auspices of the Amity 
Lodge No. 40, F. & A. M., assisted by 
the surrounding towns, under a heavy 
escort of Knights Templar. 

This was the greatest historic occa- 
sion in the annals of Millersburg, and 
the only one to which it can be favor- 
ably compared is the laying of the cor- 
ner stone of the old Kentucky Wes- 
leyan College in 1859. No pains or ex- 
pense was spared to make this a suc- 
cess and the occasion will always live 
as a bright chapter in tne history of 
our little town. 

ihe poeple have done much to secure 
the rebuilding of this institution. 
There is no wealth here; the individual 
citizens have gone deep down in their 
pockets and produced $40,000 to re- 



Much speculation was indulged in re- 
garding the weather on this famous 
day. Many watched the elements al- 
most hourly the previous day. A light 
rain began failing the night before 
and continued through the early morn- 
ing hour® about noon the sun burst 
through the clouds and all began to 
realize that the elements were going 
to look kindly upon the work, and had 
it not been for this rain the crowd, 
which numbered about 3,000, would 
have been much larger. 

The early trains brought a few visit- 
dfrs to the town, but the 10:40 and 
12:15 brought the bulk of the intelli- 
gent crowd. The Carlisle Commandery 
arrived at 10:40 in full force, bringing 
with them the Carlisle band. The 
Paris Commandery came in at 12 :15 
with the Elks’ band, which was em- 
ployed by Amity Lodge, of this place. 

A bountiful and elafcorace lunch was 
served in the dining hail of the lodge 
building by the wives and daughters of 
the fraternity. About 1 o'clock the 
parade was formed in front of the 
lodge building and was led by Deputy 
Grand Marshal C. W. Howard, of this 
place, and Miss Elizabeth Veach, maid 
of honor, daughter of Past Grand Mas- 
I ter Veach, of Carlisle, followed by the 
[ Carlisle band ; they by the commander- 
I ies ; then the faculty and students body 
of Millersburg Female College, Presi- 
dent C. C. Fisher, the building com- 
mittee and Architect E. Stamler, of 
Paris. 

Second Division— Paris ElkR’ Band, 
followed by the Biue Lodge of Masons 
from all surrounding towns, the rear 
being brought up by the Grand Offi- 
cers of the day, wno were Deputy 
Grand Master S. K. Veach, of Carlisle ; 
Grand Sword Bearer Fisher, of Car- 
lisle; Deputy Grand Senior Warden Dr.

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Home For Indigent Odd Fellows. 

Ine iViay number of the Kentucky 
Odd Fellow, published at Middlesboro, 

Ky., contained the following interest- 
ing letter written by Mr. E. B. January, 
member of Paris lodge of Odd Fellows : 
Paris, Ky., April 27, 19C8. j 

Brother Cooke 

Dear Brother See trom your last 
issue that you called attention to the 
home for indigent Odd Fellows and 
widows for this State, and did not see 
why the question was not agitated 
more. I am glad you had the article 
and will say as chairman of that com- 
mittee. (who must make a report at 
the next session of the Grand Lodge at 
Bowling Green ‘ that by the 1st of July 
I shall nave a plan formulated that the 
| committee and my self expect to keep 
belore the lodges and brethren so that 
every lodge can have a report ready for 
the committee, so we can see the ad- 
visability of establishing such a home. 

If every brother will look upon this 
movement as the 2nd principle of Odd 
Fellowship, (Love) he will not stop to 
calculate tne cost to himself of heloing 
such a movement. Now, Brother, 
when a man wishes to do anything for 
one he loves he never takes out his 
pencil and goes to figuring, but goes 
ahead and says it must be done and 
it tne brothers will only stop thinking 
and only act that principle for a few 
years and each brother (according to 
leport ending June 30,1907, total mem- 
bership 25,417) would give one cent a 
day tor 5 years, we would have the 
net sum of $464,870.25. Now you 
see what a nice sum of money that 
would be, and at the legal interest 
would amount to $27,892 and would 
keep 186 Odd Fellows or their wives 
on the basis of $150 per inmate Now 
where is the Odd Fellow who cannot 
sacrifice that much for 5 years, and 
who knows but what I or you may 
be the first one to enter the home, as 
we do not know what tomorrow may 
bring forth. I understand that wnen 
such a home was spoken of in Ohio 
that a brother, who at that time was 
in business in Cincinnati and doing 
well, and he subscribed SlO.by the time 
the home was established he had 
failed in business and was the first 
inmate and only died a few weeks 
ago, at the heme. 

As I a determined to make this a 
success, and I want every lodge as 
soon as I ask them to appoint a com- 
mittee, that the N. G. select brothers 
who are in favor of such a home and 
will work and hustle and make a re- 
pirt every lodge night of tneir progress 
in the matter, and let us go to the 
Grand Lodge with enough pledged to 
secure the home. This matter cannot 
be done in a day or year, but when 
once established let it be on such a 
footing that will be a benefit and honor 
to the order and the whole State of 
Kentucky. I am sorry I can’t visit 
every lodge inthe State and lay this i 
proposition before them. If they will i iji 
do as our lodge, (Bourbon No. 23) aid. i 
We secured pledges in three weeks 
from 110 members of $1,729 vnd I do 3* 
not know of any brother who refused i 
us. if ours fraternally.
